De Gaulle is the strongest forte 
in the French 
committee, 
but 
when we keep

weak by delaying to recognize it 
we thereby strengthen de Gaulle

This is more than a question 
of French internal 
politics. 
It 
was the fall of France that left 
us exposed and made 
isolation 
Impossible.
